Fort Knox, Kentucky, on January 25, 1972.| ladvised 

he had received information to the effect the subject, a 
student at Fort Knox High School, had been involved in an 
assault of the high school principal during which the 
subject struck the principal twice with his fists. In 
addition, the subject also broke an ashtray and punched 
out five windows during the incident. 


H also furnished a copy of a previous cterge 
involving the subject arising out of an incident which 
occurred on October 31. 1971. On that date a military 
policeman ,1 was on routine patrol and 

he passed f [ m ade an o bscene gesture and 

also shouted obscenities. Whenl Istoppedl j 


also shouted obscenities.
